ing this process are called upon to investigate the 
charges. Still, if convinced that the accuser is 
wrong, they may as individuals advise him to cease ; 
and so also with the offender. 
may be their conviction that the accuser is in fault, 
if he persists contrary to their advice, they are un- 
der obligation to assist him, leaving him to receive 
his punishment afterwards. 

The command supposes a real trespass; and that 
the accuser has been injured in person, reputation, 
or property. Ifa matter of trade, and the claim is 
disputed, and the case be such as may properly be 
left to arbitration, the accuser in his first step may 
properly demand or ask this. If the accused yields, 
_he hears the offended; if he refuses, take one or two 
more, &c., still urging the same demand, that is, re. 
ference to arbitrators. In all cases the accuser 
' should distinctly state his grievance, and demand sat- 

isfaction. All steps of labor should be done in a

Tea.—The Farmer’s Monthly Visitor for Feb. contains 
a communication from Shadrach Cate, of London, N. H.

But Mr. Cate gives it the name of fresshon tea. It grows 
on dry, sandy soil, newly cleared, and sometimes in the 
woods.
